HERE has been quite an invasion of large 
tropical spiders in London ‘recently. 
Not only has the received a emall 
consignment, but the death of a cat from the 
báite of an imported spider is reported from 
one of the fruit-importing stores. The animal 
icautiousiy approached the insect, which had 
apparently esca out of a crate of bananas, 
and wes immediately bitten in the face. As 
a result of the bite the cat died very shortly 
afterwards. It is interesting to speculate on 
the result the poison would have had on a 
man. ‘The venom of many of the larger 
insects possess markedly toxic qualities, and 
in particular that secreted by some of the 
big spiders, or, indeed, little ones, too; and 
is said to resemble the poison of vipers and 
rattlesnakes in its effects. The above-men- 
tioned spiders seem to be of the mygale or 
bird-eating variety, but some of our 
European spiders are very nearly as 
power: and certainly seem to 
we more’ dangerous, since the cases 
of mygale bite are very rare, indeed, and the 
fact that the naturalist, Rates, reports that 
he saw small Indian children leading them 
about like dogs points to a tameable disposi- 
tion. Now there is no case on record that 
the tarantula has been domesticated—at least, 
in southern Europe, while the casualty list is 
enormous. The tarantulas, or wolf spiders, 
have been renowned for long ages on account 
of their dangerous bite,-which was popularly 
supposed to cause a species of madness which 
manifested itself in several ways, either as 
a violent twitching of the whole body or a 
profound imelancholy. 


TARANTULA. 


The cure for this disease was violent danc- 
intil the sufferer sank down 
utterly exhausted in a profuse perspiration. 
So éfficacious was this remedy supposed to 
be that strolling musicians wandered through 
the fields of Southern Italy during harvest 
time, and found their services considerably 
in demand, and as there was undoubtedly 
a form of hysteria prevalent, although 
quite unconnected with the tarantula, the 
superstition geined much credence. The bite 
of the tarantula, though it does not produce 
the hysterica! frenzy supposed, is a serious 
matter for the afflicted, and the bite of any 
member of that family is sufficiently potent 
to cause grave discomfort. One spider from 
this group, the celebrated malmignatte, was 
responsible for so many accidents that the 
toval Academy of Medicine and Surgery of 
Barcelona appointed a weil-known scientist, 
Dr. Graells, to investigate this matter of 
spider bite. The mischief was conclusively 
proved to be caused by the imalmignatte, 
und although there were ne deaths, the 
effects were so serious as to give rise to 
great alarm. The wound was accompanied by 
a severe throbbing pain, followed by violent 
inflammation, and then ensued a general 
prostration and debility that lasted for a 
long period. But dangerotis as these spiders 
proved, they seem well-nigh innocuous by 
comparisen with some foreign spiders. <A 
very widely distribugenus latrodectus num- 
bers among its members some of the 
deadliest insects known. These spiders, 
which are found in such widely separated 
countries as North America, New Zealand 
and Madagascar, are much feared every 
where. 


DESPERATE REMEDIES. 


A small black spider of this genus, known 
to the Maoris as the katipo, is found in 
New Zealand, where it frequents the grassy 
dunes, «specially just above high water 
mark. The bite of this creature is accom. 
panied by such terrible agony that the 
patient may succumb to the pain alone. A 
case on record, that of a young man, is in 
teresting. Though badly bitten, a determined 
attempt was made to save his life. Vigorous 
applications of hot cloths, poultices and 
fomentations gave considerable relief, and 
quantities of svirits were administered with 
good results. The sufferer’s life was spareil, 
but oniy atter long and terrible torment. 
The spiders in Madagascar that are 
so dangerous are known to the natives 
as Vancoho and Mena Vodi are both con- 
sidered deadly, and unless prompt remedies 
be applied, consisting of cauterising an 
throwing the patient into a violent sweat, 
death is certain, especially in the case of 
the latter insect, Mena Vodi, which kills in 
a couple of hours. The Southern States of 
North America are the home of the “ Black 
Widow,”* or Jlatrodectus mactans, which 
sprang into notoriety a few years back when 
it was imported in lumber to California, 
where it caused five or six deaths. There 
are several notable cases of bite from this 
insect. In one instance a laboures was bitten 
while moving a log in South Carolina. After 
some fifteen hours of fearful agony coma set 
in. followed by death. In another enormous 
doses of whiskey afforded almost instan- 
taneous relief, strangely enough, without any 
intoxicating effect. Though he suffered much 
pain. a cure was obtained after three weeks, 
though it was over three months before he 
cculd resume work. 


THE TRAPDOOR SPIDER. 


The ‘Trapdoor Spider of Australia, 
Atraxr formidabilia, is known to have been 
the cause of several deaths. ‘These, or allied 
species, are common in North Queensland, 
and the native cure when bitten is simply to 
ha in the hot sand and sweat out the effects. 
Considerable depression appears to be another 
syraptom; and, indeed, in all instances of 
spider bite there seem to be pronounced 
signs of mental trouble. A curious fact 1s 
that spiders appear to be able to regulate the 
dose of venom they wish to inject, which 
accounts for the widely differing effects of 
the poison on many persons. ‘The fangs of 
the larger spiders closely resemble the fang 
of a poisonous snake, and are appropriately 
known as falces, or reaping hooks. The

APPEAL AGAINST VERDICT. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

The Electricity Supply Board appealed 
from a verdict and -judgment for £500 
against them in an action by Patrick Ken- 
nedy, an infant, by John Kennedy, his 
father, a labourer, of 39 North road, 
Drogheda, claiming damages against the 
appellants for personal injuries caused to the 
respondent through the alleged negligence 
of the appellants in the erection and con- 
struction of an electric standard at Moonan’s 
field, Drogheda. 

It appeared from the statement of claim 
that the boy climbed the standard, and, 
coming in contact with the electric wires, 
was thrown to the ground. He received 
severe burns and other injuries. in conse- 
quence of which his right ann had to be 
amputated. 

Phe appellants, in their defence, denied 
that they had erected the standard, and said 
that it was erected by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, but admitted that 
they had exclusive possession and control of 
it. They denied negligence, pleaded con- 
tributory negligence, and alleged that the 
plaintiff was a trespasser. . i 

Mr. Lavery, K.C.; Mr. Rice, K.C., and 
Mr. Marnan (instructed bv Mr. Arthur Cox) 
appeared for the appellants; and Mr. 
teoghegan, K.C.; Mr. Roe and Mr. Ivor 
Barry (instructed by Mr. Patrick Tallon) 
for the respondent.

The saving of time and money lay in the 
way in which the walls were built. Jute 
sacking, or interwoven jute, was nailed to 
wooden uprights, and then covered over 
with three or four inches of concrete. The 
concrete, when it sets, has the same 
qualities of resistance as a stone or brick 
wall, while the jute lasts longer than ex 
panded metal, which rusts after some 
years. The inside is boarded along the 
wooden uprights, so that there is air be- 
tween the concrete and the boards. This 
safeguards the house against damp, 
besides keeping it warm in winter and 
cool in summer. 


Cecilia Street WCedical School. 


The closing of the University College 
Medical School in Cecilia street marks 
the end of a chapter in the history of a 
famous Dublin building. The school 
formed part of the original Crow street 
Theatre, built by Spranger Barry and 
Henry Woodward in 1758, at a cost of 
£22.000, and opened on the 23rd October 
in that year with Cibber’s comedy, “ She 
Would and She Would There 


Not.” 
were no quenes in those days, and the 
crush was so great on the opening nigh! 
fhat a man was trampled to death on the 
staircase. Crow street Theatre was the 
princlpal house of entertainment in 
Dublin from 1758 until it was closed down 
in 1820. The proprietors were nearly 
always in financial difficulties, but they 
managed to keep the theatre going with 
the aid of a stock company. Among the 
players who appeared at Crow street were 
Spranger Barry (1719-1774), considered 
one of the finest actors of his time: his 
wife, Ann Barry, the greatest public 
favourite that ever appeared on the 
Dublin stage: and the celebrated Mrs. 
Jordan, who afterwards hore ten children 
to William IV. In 1797 the richts nf 
Crow street Theatre were purchased ivy 
“Back’”’ Jones, whose name is com- 
memorated in Jones’s road, but his theatri- 
cal speculations proved unfortunate, and 
his refusal to surrender the patent of 
Crow street led to the building of the old 
Theatre Roval. The honse in Crow street

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NATURE MUSTERS 
HER FORCES.

OC we is well advanced, and the soft, 


Juminous sky, seen during September, 

has taken on a harder The 
clear air is resonant with the deep voice of 
freshening winds, and dark clouds, suddenly 
appearing from nowhere, move swiftly across 
the heavens, as though nature were mohilis- 
ing her forces in preparation for the coming 
of winter. The sunshine which, until recently, 
gambolled with the summer waves, now 
gleams cold on the white curls of vicious sea?, 
while the outward bound coaste dip 
significantly to a restless swell Telltale 
white salt-marks can be see :acasionally on 
the funnels of incomip. colliers, which speak 
of decks awash and “ying spray. 

Apart from the salt, there is little else to 
betray the fact that a collier may have toiled 
across the Irish Sea in the teeth of a westerly 
gale. The '' old man "—-usuglly a young one 
in these days—stands nonchalantly on the 
bridge, and, with the ease of a driver steer- 
ing his omnibus, manceuvres his single-screw 
vessel into her berth. A couple of boyish- 
leoking deck-hands, wearing dungarees and 
cloth caps, ‘‘tie her up ” almost as quickly 
as a grocer makes up a parcel. The fireman 
off watch, clad in the inevitable singlet and 
sweat-rag, leans on the rai] and interchanges 
bantering remarks witb a quayside pal. 

The hours of turmoil, for the time being, 
are behind them. The battering against 
tumbling head seas, the mournful howl of 
the wind, the slanting volleys of stinging 
rain are troubles which, metaphorically, have 
been hung on the Poolbeg Lighthouse, at the 
entrance to the Liffey, with the ease of a man 
hanging his hat on a hall-stand.

The Provost of Trinity College (Dr Gwynn), 
who presided, said that the intention of the 
fonndress of these lectures was to bring to 
them. vear after year. some one who was an 
authority on some period or cther of French 
history. and they were fortunate to have a 
verv high authority on the Middle Ages in 
the person of Miss Eileen Power. He was 
especially glad that the subject chosen was 
in relation to the Middle Ages, because there 
was a certain dimness prevailing in the minds 
of most people about that period. Probably 
that was due to the fact that they went for 
their information to the wrong source. — In 
historians had relied on previous 
writers, or on the rather wearisome poets of 
the Courts. Of recent years, |:owever, his- 
torians had sought out other sources, and in 
Miss Power they had one who had soucht her 
information @n most unlikely and outof-the- 
wav sources. and in them had discovered all 
sorts of domestic details and information on 
matters that brought alive personages in a 
wav that the chroniclers and poets of the 


i times failed to do. 


THE LECTURE. 


Miss Power. in her lecture, said that a new 
sort of history was establishing itself more 
and more firmly in the estimation both of his- 
torical scholars and of the general reader. 
The old history used to concern itself almost 
entirely with high politics, international rela- 
tions. military, constitutional and ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs. It was primarily interested in 
creat. events and great men. Clio, a muse. 
it must be regretfully admitted, was often 
Clio. a snob. The new history which had 
been slowly advancing during the past half 
century was concerned with a variety of sub- 
jects and events which, at first sight, might 
seem mere humdrum. It dealt with trade 
and industry and agriculture, with life 
in the market place, in the little 
erowded shops of the town. or in _ lonely 
country manors. Instead of asking what were 
the causes of the Hundred Years’ War, or 
what Acts were passed by the Long Parlia 
ment. it asked who kept England fed, and 
how did Russian timber and Indian pepper 
get to Western Europe, and were the workers 
more or less comfortable before the Industria! 
Revolution. Instead of dealing with the great 
events which break the normal tenor of 
men’s lives, it took that sane and fruitful 
normality as its subject. 

In the past the everyday life of the ordinary 
people hung like a tapestry behind the stage 
on which history was enacted. The tapestry 
was crowded with scenes and figures, but no 
one ever looked at them: thev were the un- 
moving background against which the great 
men and great events moved. Only lately 
had historians awakened to the fact that 
every hlade of grass in that background was 
waving in the wind, and everv stitch in the 
tapestry quivering with life. They saw, with 
a shock, that all the time what they called 
the background of history had been just as 
important as the drama in the foreground. 
The new history might well be called the 
history of the normal; but they usually called 
it social history. 

It was for that reason that she wanted to 
devote her lectures to a study of the normal, 
and to describe some aspects of evervday life 
as the people lived it in France in the Middle 
Ages to illustrate different aspects of social 


| and economic history. 


A GENTLEMAN’S LIFE. 


In her first lecture she would try. she said, 
to give @ picture of the domestic life of a 
twelfth century gentleman. The sources for 
such a portrait were rare, and the social 
historian must try to build up from scattered 
hints; but a stray reference in one of the 
works of that most omniscient and 
penetrating of §$Medievalists, Professor 
Haskins, of Harvard, had directed 
her to an obscure. chronicle which 
roved a real treasure trove. for in 
it was hiddén the portrait of a gentleman 


son, 


_ 


whose character and surroundings were so 
vividly portrayed that he seemed to live 
almost as lustily as he did in the twelfth 
century. That gentleman was Baldwin LL., 
Count of Guisnes, who lived from 1169 to 
1206; and by his marriage with Chretienne, 
the heiress of Ardres, united two notable 
families in the department now called Pays 
de Calais. The Counts of Guisnes and Ardres 
guarded the passage to Dover, and as a Lord 
of Ardres had helped William of Normandy 
to conquer England. they had lands on the 
English side of the Channel as well. They 
belonged to the smaller feudalism of the day, 
and whilst they played a subordinate part in 
the general history of the age, they brought 
their readers closer to the realities of life. 
Their knowledge of the Lords of Guisnes 
and Ardres derived from the fact that some 
time between 1194 and 1206 a certain Lambert, 
a priest of Ardres, and in close connection 
with the family; set himself to write the story 
of the Counts of Guisnes and the Lords of 
Ardres. Chronicler Lambert proved himself 
a delightful fellow. intensely proud of the 
family, yet capable of vivid and dramatic 
narrative, and possessing an eye for detail and 
a sense of character which made the whole 
chronicle alive. He gave an incomparable 
picture of the development of a little feudal 
fief and the life of its owners and their people. 


HOUSING, 


One of the great merits of Lambert’s 
chronicle was his careful and detailed account 
of building operations. In those times build- 
ing operations and tournaments were the 
favourite peace-time occupations of the Baron. 
The Lords of Ardres were thrifty husband- 
men, and looked well after their estates, but 
they spent a great deal of money on 
building. The castle of Ardres was built 
by <Arnoul I1., who died in 1091. His 
Arnoul I[I., was more interested in 
creature comforts than in fortifications, 
and he set up a big wooden house inside 
the walls of the castle for his dwelling place. 
Baldwin, Count of Guisnes, became lord of 
Ardres by marrying into the family and end- 
ing a long-standing feud between the two 
families. He did not add to the castle, but 
his son brought the fortifications up to date, 
and surrounded the castle by a moat, of the 
building of which Lambert gave an admirable 


i descyiption, with full details of how the work 


was organised, how the gangs laboured under 
their foremen, and how they were paid. 
Lambert had written a wonderful detailed 
description of the wooden dwelling within 
the castle, built by Arnoul the Second—‘‘a 
miracle of carpentry, which exceeded in 
beauty all other houses then in Flanders.”’ 
The house was three storeys. The ground 
floor was used for cellars. On the floor above 
were the ordinary lodgings of the household 
and domestic offices, with pantry and 
bakery on one side, and on the other side the 
great chamber of my lord and my lady, with 
the ante-chamber adjoining, and the 
children’s dormitory. On the top floor were 
lodgings and hsittingrooms, where the sons 
and daughters of the house slept. 

Baldwin had spent his youth in tourna- 
ments and riotous living, never managing 
to keep within his means; but when he be- 
came Count he settled down, did good justice 
throughout his dominions, improved his 
estates by drainage. and his castles wy build- 
ing; got a reputation for wisdom, im spite of 
his violent temper, and showed hiniselt a 
notable friend to well-born orphans, whose 
estates he administered, and whom he some- 
up in his own household. 
Althongh a man small in stature, he had a 
great name as a fighter—‘‘in’ military 
matters, there was not his like throughout 
Flanders.’’ and he had ample opportunities to 
exercise these qualities in the many feudal 
quarrels of his day. 


A ** SKY-SCRAPER.”’ 


The most striking things about Baldwin's 
daily life, apart from his wars, were his con- 
cern with building, his lavish entertainment 
vf guests, and his interest in learning and 
literature. Amongst other works he had 
erected at Sangatte a tall tower—a ‘“ sky- 
scraping tower, Lambert called it, which he 
fortified strongly. His hospitality was 
lavish in the extreme. Everyone was liberally 
received. Among those he entertained were 
Thomas of Canterbury, when the latter was 
on his way back from exile, to what was to 
be his martyrdom. 

Most notable was his entertainment of the 
Archbishop ef Rheims. ‘The lecturer read 
Lambert's vivid and amusing description of 
how, when the Archbi#hop and his friends 
sought water, to temper somewhat the 
strength of the wine, Baldwin had his ser- 
vants pour in their drinking vessels a 
powerful white Burgundy. The Archbishop 
discovered the trick, but Baldwin saved the 
situation by smashing all the vessels of water 
in the place, and tramping them under foot.

of doors with hunting, and indoors with 
serious works, read aloud and commented on 
by clerics in their household, or in listening 
to chansons de geste and romans d’aventure 
told by the old knights. They were all great 
builders, and looked after their castles and 
towns well. They were generous and hospi- 
table to a fault. The age was in many 
respects a rough one, but there was some- 
thing pleasant and sympathetic about these 
lords of, Guisnes and Ardres.

The Breakers’ Yard. 


The end of a great vessel at the ship- 
breakers’ hands touches human hearts in 
a slightly sad fashion. She was launched 
with pride and ceremony ; for many years 
she fought under her country’s flag or 
plied the seas in the honourable service 
of trade; she was the home of men who 
loved her. understood her whims and 
almost regarded her as a living creature. 
Now, shorn of her strength and all her 
sailing done, she is consigned to the death 
yard, where huge and hammers 
reduce her to scrap-iron. To this fate 
now are doomed two fine ships, the 
Demosthenes and Corinthic—both built by 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff—which have 
been sold to the ship-breakers for £9,250 
and £10,250 respectively. The Demosthenes, 
twenty years old and of 11,223 tons, has 
carried passengers and goods between 
London and Australia; the Corinthic is 
of 12,367 tons, was built in 1902, and has 
been in constant service between London 
and New Zealand. It is a consoling 
thought, however, that even in their death 
these faithful ships will help their 
country’s need. As a result of the 
financial and economic crisis the material 
of which they are composed has increased 
in value. The shipbuilders expect that 
duties will be placed on imported steel, 
and that there will be a better demand 
for British scrap metal. Moreover, while 
ships that lie idle in harbour—the lot of 
too many British ships in these days— 
are a dead loss to everybody, the breaking 
up of big vessels gives employment to a 
large number of men. Ship-breaking is 
a skilled and special trade. Coal will be 
needed for the conversion of the scrap 
metal into fresh material, which may go 
to the building of new ships; and the 
production and carriage of coal will 
employ miners and the railways. So we 
may say that the Demosthenes and the 
Corinthic ‘ will have maintained their 
patriotic tradition until the end; and 
at least they will have escaped the doom 
of shabbier service under alien owner-

-To find a play in the wayward and lumber- 
ing novel of Lion Feuchtwanger was a feat 
of vision, but to make the play was a feat of 
craftsmanship upon which Mr. Ashley Dukes 
may be congratulated. In the novel, ' Jew 
Suss,”’ all that held the interest seemed to be 
irrelevant, but by this play Mr. Dukes makes 
it seem that only the irrelevancies were of 
importance. That is only another way of 
saving that no one need be scared from see- 
ing the play because he has not read the 
novel; the play is complete within itself. 

That the production of “ Jew Suss~ at 
the Gate Theatre was eagerly awaited was 
demonstrated last night, when every available 
seat was occupied for the first production. 
In this play it would seem that the Gate 
Theatre has fourd a box-office success, and 
it mav be stated at once that it has also 
found an artistic success. The cordiality of 
the applause at the end proved that the large 
audience found both the play and the playing 
to its liking, and that feeling is likely to be 
shared by many audiences during the coming 
fortnight. 


DRAMATIC RELATIVITY. 

For his stage adaptation Mr. Ashley Dukes 
has taken a series of episodes from the novel, 
and by a process of dramatic relativity has 
yiven them the semblance of a pilot, the in- 
fluence of motive, and the vitality of 
cnaracierisation. There is still much of politi 
cal intrigue in this Duchy of Wurtemburg In 
the year 1737, but the interest of the play 1s 
concentrated upon the amorous adventures 
of the Duke Karl Alexander. The plot 
concerns itself mainly with the manner 
in which certain ladies become mistresses 
cí the Duke; Suss permits Welssensee s 
daughter to be taken, although he was 
himself in love with her. Later it was 
Weissensee who brought Karl Alexander to 
Suss's forest retreat, an adventure which 
ended in the death of one in whom all the 
Jew's idealism and faith were concentrated. 
The remainder of the story is a kind of anti- 
climax in which the revenge of an outraged 
man is shown in the rebelhon of Karl Alex- 
anders subjects, and the arrest uf the Jew 
as a murderer and a trattor. ? 

On a couple of points it may be possible to 
question Mr. Hilton Edwards's interpretation 
of the play, but on no point is it possible to 
disparage the excellence of his production. 
Had the surrender of Magdalen been more 
subtly rendered by Miss Meriel Moore and

poignant efiect would have been achieved.

Their joint efforts 
resulted in the establishment of two 
canning factories in those counties, and 
the initial two have been increased to more 
than thirty by the present year. In 1928 
they were responsible for an output of 
96,000 hundredweight ; in 1929 production 
was 166,000 hundredweight; in 1930 it 
amounted to 291,000 hundredweight, and 
during this year the combined factories 
estimate for an output of no less than 
500,000 hundredweight. This output, it 
must be noted, is of canned fruit alone. 
Encouraged by their success, the pro- 
moters turned to vegetable canning. Last 
year their factories turned out more than 
60,000,000 cans, and could have sold more 
if they had been able to produce it. If 
English agriculture can establish a new 
industry and can bring it to maturity in so 
short a time, the Free State.ought to show 
at least equal results in the same direction.

WO Civic Guards who called at a 
house in Britain lane, off Parnell 
street, Dublin, early yesterday morning, 
found a seventeen-year-old girl and her 
four-year-old brother in bed with serious 
head wounds, apparently caused by a 
hatchet. The boy died in hospital in the 
afternoon, and last night his sister was 
stated to be in a critical condition. 

The police arrested the father, Bernard 
Price, who appeared to be distracted. He 
was charged and remanded in the Police 
(Court before the death of his little son 
took place in the hospital. : 

Price, who ig a. brass-worker, was 
charged before Mr . Hannan in the 
District Court with attempting to murder 
his children, Stanley and Nellie, at their 
residence in Britain Jane, by_striking them 
on the heads with a hatchet. 


GUARD’S STATEMENT. 


uard Brosnan (34 C) stated that 
between 5 and 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when he was on duty near the 
General Post Office, ‘the defendant. who 
was excited, ‘“‘but looked stupid,” ap- 
proached him and said: ‘‘I want to give 
myself up. I have killed my girl and 
little boy. I killed them with a hatchet.’’ 
With another Guard, the witness went 
with the man to his house in Britain lane. 
Price took a key from his pocket and 
opened the door of the kitchen, which 
they entered. When in the house Price 
got excited and said: “' They are upstairs. 
I am not going up there.’’ 


THE INJURED CHILDREN. 


Going upstairs, the witness found a girl 
and a little boy lying in bed, the clothes 
of which were slightly disarranged. Both 
were unconscious and one was moaning. 
Their heads and the upper part of the bed 
clothes were covered with blood. At the 
side of the bed he found a large hatchet, 
which was blood-stained. 

The witness said that he placed Price 
under the charge of Guard McHale and 
ran out to telephone for the ambulance. 
which came and took the injured girl and 
bov to Jervis Street Hospital, where they 
were detained. 

Guard McHale gave evidence of the 
arrest of Price. He was brought to Fitz- 
gibbon street Police Station, where he was 
charged and cautioned. 


INSPECTOR’S EVIDENCE. 


Inspector Maher said that the defen- 
dant. when charged, made the following 
statement: ‘‘I have nothing to say. I 
just woke up, and then something came 
over me. I took up the hatchet. and first 
struck the girl and then the little fellow.” 

The defendant was remanded in custody 
until Friday next. 


A HARD-WORKING MAN. 


A neighbour of Price’s, who knows the 
family well, said that Mr. Price was a 
hard-working man in his business as a 
brass founder. He was a non-smoker and 
never drank alcohol. 

Another neighbour stated that Price was 
in excellent spirits on Monday evening, 
and that he had given his daughter 
Annette 25s. to put by for Christmas. He 
was somewhat reserved, but always had a 
cheerful word for his neighbours. His 
wife died four years ago, and he was left 
with five children. Annette was the 
eldest, and the other three, a boy of 15 
and two girls, were away at school. Price 
told a neighbour last week that he was 
suffering intense pain from a sore on his 
arm. 


BLAZING CAR IN 
RAVINE. 


REMARKABLE THEORY 
AT INQUEST.

A remarkable theory as to how a car 
came to be in a 200 feet deep ravine, where 
it was found blazing fiercely, and how its 
driver met his death a short distance away, 
was put forward at the inquest at Mottram, 
(‘heshire, vesterday, on William Ditchfield 
Morris (28), an ironmonger, of Rainford 
road, St. Helens. 

A verdict that Morris died from drown. 
ing, but that there was insufficient evidence 
to show how the car came to be on fire, was 
returned. 

It was stated that on Friday Morris left 
his business, after telling his brother he 
was to give a test to a prospective buyer of 
his car. 

Before leaving he filled his tank and two 
petrol tins. 

The same night passing motorists saw 
the car blazing furiously in a deep. ravine, 
mid-way between Manchester and Sheffield, 
and fifty miles from his home. In an hour 
the car was burnt out. Later Morris’s 
body, slightly burned, was found in a river 
forty yards from the car. 

Two petrol tins, one with the

removed and nearly empty, were found | la

near the scene. A dirty box of cigarettes 
was found some distance from the car. 


EXPERT'S EVIDENCE, 

A Manchester motor engineer, giving 
expert evidence, said that he thought that 
the car did not take fire until after it had 
come to rest. The car was prepared on the 
road to catch fire and was started over the 
verge and precipice. Morris was not in the 
car at the time, but climbed down after 
the car, either because it failed to fire or 
to deposit the petrol tins in the blaze. 

Morris was probably disturbed by hear- 
ing a car or lorry stop on the road above. 

In his opinion, Morris met his death by 
stumbiing, and falling in his hurry and 
anxiety not to be seen near the débris.

The State shall neither support nor 
economically help the Churches. 

Religious orders which, above and 
beyond the three canonical vows, 
undertake to obey another authority 
than that emanating from the State 
and orders constituting a danger for 
the security of the State shall be dis- 
solved. 

Religious orders shall be declared 
incapable of acquiring property or 
carrying on industry or commerce. 

One paragraph stipulates that property 
belonging to religious orders may be 
nationalised. 

By 287 votes to 41 the Cortes passed the 
Article in the draft Constitution, declaring 
that the State has no religion.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—In his speech at Edinburgh yester- 
day, Sir John Simon performed a public 
service by analysing once again the follies 
of Socialist financial performance and. the 
futilities of the Socialist financial pro- 
gramme. That programme, he reminded 
his hearers, is to bring the banks directly 
under public ownership and control, to 
form a National Investment Board for the 
control of domestic and foreign investment 
and to steer a middle course between 
further inflation and a return to the gold 
standard. 

The official manifesto does not explain 
how this ideal of a stable currency is to 
be preserved during the period when 
sterling is still to be exposed to the strain 
of unrestricted public expenditure 
estimated by Mr. Snowden at an extra 
£1,000,000,000 a year; but Mr. William 
Graham and Sir Stafford Cripps have both 
revealed that it is intended to rely upon 
the mobilisation of foreign securities held 
by British nationals.

Part 
of a building was destroyed by the force 
of the explosion, which was terrific.”’

DAMAGE TO BUILDING. 


The effect of the explosion was to blow 
in a wall dividing the boiler house from 
the French drawing shed, and also to 
shatter part of the roof. The falling 
débris almost buried Mrs. Jubb and Mrs 
Evelyn Parker. 

Mr. Lomas, a French drawing-room 
overlooker, said the report was like that 
of a cannon shot, and was followed by 
indescribable confusion. Glass fell in all 
directions, and the wall of the French 
drawing shed was blown sideways 
Fortunately no fire broke out. Some of 
the machinery, which weighed several 
tons—including the gill boxes—was blown 
about like matchboxes. The explosion 
was heard a quarter of a mile away. 

Mr. G. H. Sykes, a plumber, of Hill- 
top, Gomersal, who was working in ‘a 
church porch opposite, said, ‘‘ It was 
just like a dozen bombs exploding 
simultaneously. Following the explosion, 
the mill chimney was enveloped in a mist, 
and for a time I thought that the chimney 
itself had been wrecked. White powdery 
stuff fell all round. The explosion shook 
the church, and all property within a 
quarter of a mile felt the shock. In spite 
of the terrific force of the explosion, 
everybody remained remarkably calm, 
and there was no lack of volunteers to

KIDNAPPED IN MUKDEN

THE ADMIXTURE 
PROPOSAL. 


REJECTED BY THE 
GRAIN TRIBUNAL. 


- 


ESTERDAY the Grain Inquiry Tribunal, 
Y which was set up in October, 1929, to 
investigate the proposal that maize 
meal and maize products for sale in the Free 
State should contain a definite proportion of 
home-grown grain, issued a report of its 
findings, in which it definitely rejected the 
Ircposal. . 
The »roposal was formulated by the Irish 
Grain-Growers' Association, who considered 
that it would be to the good of the country 
if it were enforced by be that. all milled 
yroducts of maize should be mixed with one 
oc more home-grown cereal, and that the 
wixture should contain 85 per cent. of maize 
and 15 per cent. of home-grown grain. 
“his proposal was the outcome of many 
years of bad vrices; for Jatterly growers, it 
was stated, had experienced an increasing 
difhculty ‘n selling’ their grain at a remunera- 
tive price, and in consequence the area under 
tillage was steadily decreasing, and the 
iirports of foreign grain increasing in propor- 
tion. Ji the proposal was adopted, it was 
suggested that the amount of land under 
tillage woukl increase, and in consequence 
employment in rural areas would also 
increase. 


EVIDENCE FOR THE PROPOSAL. 


_4ll the witnesses in favour of the pro 
rosal dwelt on the unfavourable living con- 
ditions that cbtain in many agricultural 
districts, and attributed these to the con- 
tinval shrinkage of lands bearing cereal 
crops. They emphasised the fact that the 
lack of employment had the dual effect of 
putting a heavy ourden on other members of 
the community ria the Poor Law relief, and 
of causing aeediess emigration. They 
pomnted out that. while the prices prevailing 
niade it uosconomic for farmers to continue 
to grow grain, many of these would not have 
been able to revert to ‘tive stock breeding 
and thus use their surplus oats as fodder, 
since they had neither the money for the 
purchase of the live-stock, nor suitable land 
ou which to graze them. 

Many farmers at present, it was said, were 
compelled to market their crop as soon as it 
was gathered, regardless of the current 
price, in order to meet their trade obliga- 
tions, and of lute some of them had found it 
impossible to do even this. 

If the Association’s proposal was adopted, 
they maintained that a positive ‘emand for 
a specific quantity of home grown grain 
would be created, causing market prices to 
rise, and thus securing to the farmer an 
“5 pag return for bis labour and his out- 
ay. 

Some considerable discrepancy existed ‘n 
the figures that witnesses quoted as providing 
an adequate remuneration to the growers of 

rain, but assuming that the difference 
retween the price received by the farmer 
and the price charged by the retailer for 
maize meal provided a sufficient margin to 
enable millers to pay a higher price for home 
grown grain while yet mai ining their fair 
profit, it was unanimously agreed that a 
stimulus would be given to production, and 
that increased tillage would be promoted. 

They also instanced benefits that would 
accrue to existing country grist mills, and 


suggested that some that are now closed to the 


| 


might be re-opened. There would be an in- 
crease in employment, the benefits of which 
would extend far outside the farming world, 
and the purchasing powers of the farmers 
would increase to the extent of some £400,000 
now spent abroad in the purchase of maize. 


THE OPPOSITION. 


Very strong opposition was raised to the 
proposal by representatives of. farmers’ 
unions throughout the country. Their 
opposition was mainly founded on the con- 
sideration of cost to the feeders of live stock. 
They contended that the mixed meal could 
not be produced at the price of ordinary 
maize meal, and they opposed the imposition 
of any additional burden on feeders, who al- 
ready found it difficult enough to meet the 
competition of their foreign rivals. Most 
of the farmers who fed live stock 
preferred to select for themselves the feeding 
stuffs they would. use and to fix the propor- 
tions in which they would feed home grown 
and foreign grown grain to their beasts. The 
adoption of a compulsory plan would mean 
that they had to sell their grain to millers, 
and then buy it back at a higher price in the 
form of a mixture. 

The witnesses from. the Counties. of 
Monaghan and Cavan pointed out that, while 
they grew cereal crops to provide feeding for 
their livestock, they did not produce enough 
to satisfy their demands. They did not see 
how this new proposal could in any way help 
them, since they had no more land to put 
under a cereal crop, and anyway did not sell 
to the outside market. ‘They stood to lose, 
however, since the proposed enforcement might 
very well mean that the price of grain woul 
rise in the outside market, which would: make 
It even more diiiicult than it was to-day to 
ineet the-competition of foreign rivals. They 
were favourably situated at the moment, but 
they did not see how they could do anything 
but suffer if the restriction were carried into 


law. 
THE FINDING. 


In forming their decision the Tribunal heard 
a number of representatives of all the in- 
terests affected. They decided that the real 
-mpetus behind the demands for the adoption 
(f the grain admixture proposal originated in 
the barley-growing districts on account of the 
decline of the demand for barley .on the part 
of the breweries and distilleries, and that oat 
growers, constituting as they do the vast 
majority of grain-growers in the country, had 
made no serious demand for the adaption of 
the proposals. They considered thatat would 
be impossible to administer such a. law if 
they were to keep in mind the interests of 
the consumer, and at the same time: avoid 
placing a heavy burden on the national 
finances that would be disproportionate to 
the accruing benefits. . 

rhe adoption cf the proposals would im- 

pose serious hardship throughout the country 
on a number of people in whose caily diet 
maize plaved an important part. Thev were 
satisfied that an admixture of 85 per cent. 
maize and 15 per cent. home-grown grain 
could not he produced at the existing price 
of pure maize meal. Thev caleulated that 
if the proposed law had been in operation 
from 1926 nntil 1930 the growers would have 
received £258,000 extra for their grain, but 
the consumers would have lost more than 
£390,000. 
_ They were satisfied that it would not he 
In the interests of the country to endorse the 
proposals of the Grain Growers’ Associatian, 
and consequently recommended that these 
proposals should not be adopted.

Having made that statement, the 
Department circulated County Committees of 
Agriculture urging them not to pay the ex- 
penses of delegates. If that was the way that 
thev treated those who worked for the benefit 
of farmers the members of the Committee 
were only wasting time. The Department had 
not rephed to their leiter, bat the Govern- 
ment was considering a Public Safety Bull. 
The Public Safety Bill that they wanted was 
to ensure a food supply for the nation. 

At present they had not wheat for one 
week’s supply in the country. If the British 
pound went down further they would not be 
able to buy wheat next year. They had a 
Department costing over half a million a year 
which did not answer a letter dealing with 
their primary industry. 

They wanted a national outlook on agricul- 
ture and national production by men who 
knew something about it. He suggested that 
the Committee should adjourn indefinitely or 
until they had a reply to their letter. Now 
was the time to sow autumn wheat if they 
were to avoid a famine next year.

THE PROPOSALS. 


The following is a summary of the pro- 
posals put forward on behalf of the deputa- 
tion by Senator O'Farrell :— 

“1—in view of the urgency of the railway 
position the Transport Bill should get precs- 
dence of the Koad Transport Bill.

is introduced. 

“(b) The purchase of the two subsidiary 
companies owned by the Great Southern Rail- 
ways—i.e., the Irish Omnibus Company and 
Messrs. John Wallis and Sons, Ltd.—regard 
being had in fixing the purchase price to the 
absence of renewal and depreciation funds, 
the condition of the rolling stock, and work- 
ing results of the two firms during the past 
few years. 

““(c) All three undertakings to be worked 
as one concern, and the present system, 
whereby there are three separate directorates, 
with separate headquarters and overhead 
charges, terminated. The competition be- 
tween the railway and the road sections of 
the G.8.R. to be brought to an end. 

“(d) The general direction of the acquired 
undertakings to be conducted, subject to th- 
over-riding authority of the Minister, by a 
Director of Transport versed in transport 
business, and appointed by the Executive 
Council on the recommendation of the 
Minister. 

“- (e) The Transport Director to be ad visad 
and assisted by a small Board of Transport 
Commissioners appointed by the Minister 
after consultation with the Minister for 
Finance, organisations representative of mana- 
facturing inddstries, labour, and vu: farmirg 
and agriculture. 

“(f) The new Transport Authority to have 
power to acquire other transport services. 

i: (E) After the appointed day no person to 
be a 
conveyance of passengers, merchandise or live 


stock except under licence issued by the 
Transport Authority, which in this respect 


shall be vested with powers comparable to 
those vested in the Minister of Transport hy 
the London Passenger Transport Bill 
(Sections 46 and 47).

‘‘3—The bill. to require the observance of 
the Fair Wages Clause by every holder of 
a road service licence to persons employed 
by him in connection with public services 
vehicles. A_ breach of this regulation to 
constitute a breach of contract, punishable 
by the withdrawal of the licence. 

**4—Provisions to be made fixing the 
maximum number of hours during which the 
driver and conductor of a public service 
vehicle may be retained on duty in any 
twenty-four hours, reckoned from signing on 
to signing off; the maximum period of rest 
before rag called on for a fresh turn of 
duty, on the lines adopted in the British 
Road Traffic Act (1930). The same pro- 
visions to apply to owner-drivers of public 
service vehicles.

Good as the attack has been 
so far, Lee’s presence will improve it con- 
siderably, for his clever passes and thoughtful 
scheming were partly responsible for Pater- 
son’s fine displays last season, while the 
change will enable Somers to resume his 
accustomed position of inside right. 


GOAL-SCORING MADE EASY. 

Lee made himself felt in his first match 
with the club this season, against Jacobs last 
Sunday. Jacobs are not strong opposition, 
but their defence has shown itself at least 
sound this season, but Lee’s passes saw 
Paterson in his most sparkling form, and his 
perfect centres made scoring look easy. Somers 
was far more dangerous at inside right than 
he had been on the left, and scored two 
splendid goals, while Sheils, who is showing 
better form at centre-forward in every match, 
found the net four times. If Dolphin can take 
away both points from their visit to Dundalk 
next Sunday they will have come through 
one of their severest tests, and strengthened 
their position at the head of the table. They 
have gained four points from their three away 
matches, and this good record should lend 
them confidence. 

The three provincial clubs had a remark- 
ably successful week-end, all three of them 
defeating leading Dublin clubs, but none of 
the three games provided really good football. 
Dundalk gained the chief distinction, inflict- 
ing on Tasch Rovers their first league 
defeat. Points are not easy to secure at 
Milltown, nor are Shamrock Rovers readily 
beaten at any time, yet Dundalk have been 
successful against them twice this season, on 
the first occasion in the President’s Cup at 
Dalymount. The keenness of the players 
spoilt the football, and injuries were fre- 
quent. The weekly tale of defences beating 
attacks was again told, and after their bright 
start the Rovers’ forwards are becoming 
mediocre. There is no thought in their move-

The only 
two consistent atteckers seem to be Carroll 
and Howieson, and Skinner is not proving a 
worthy successor to Hair. The halves do not 
give their forwards many scoring passes, and 
this is proving a serious handicap to their 
chances of victory. 


A PROBLEM UNSOLVED. 

Bohemians have still to solve their centre 
forward problem. MHorlacher proved a failure 
there against Waterford on Saturday, and 
his inability to turn to account Harris’s bad 
handling ol the ball cost his side the match. 
Harris dropped the ball on several occa- 
sions, and a really lively centre forward 
would have hustled him, ball and all, into 
the net. If a centre forward is doing his 
duty properly and making the goalkeeper’s 
clearance as difficult as possible a dropped 
ball should give him a great chance of 
a goal. I was reading an account of a match 
recently, in which West Bromwich Albion 
were playing, and the goalkeeper of the 
opposing side dropped the ball on one 
occasion, Four West Bromwich forwards 
swooped down upon him, and in a second 
ball and goalkeeper were in the back of the 
net. While 1 admire Horlacher for his sport 
ing spirit in drawing back his kick when the 
goalkeeper might have been injured, I t#mk 
he could make up for some of his deficiencies 
by worrying the goalkeeper more. 

Drumcondra’s fine revival is proving one of 
the pleasantest features of the moment. After 
securing only two points from their first four 
games, they have gained five from their last 
three, and their football has shown a great 
improvement, thanks largely to the excellent 
play of Sherwin and McCarney in attack, and 
Reid in the half-line. Shamrock Rovers must 
be regretting the fact that they let Sherwin 
go to Drumcondra; for this young player 
is almost rivalling Paterson as the best out- 
side left in the ies State. Drumcondra’s 
attack is shaping so well at present that they 
should be a danger to any other League side.

The record of these two great players 
surpasses anything that has been known in 
badminton, and is likely to stand for many 
years. The first appearance of either of 
their names on the All-England Championship 
roll was in 1922, when Devlin, with G. A. 
Sautter, won the Men’s Doubles. In the 
following year, playing together, they won 
that title, and since then one of them has held 
at least one all-England cup each year. 

In 1924 Mack won the All England Singles, 
recognised as the “ Blue Riband “ of badmin.- 
ton, and in that year Devlin, with Miss 
McKane, won the Mixed Doubles. In 1925 
Devlin won the Singles, ard so entered upon a 
phenomena! series of successes, holding the 
title till 1930, when, handicapped by an 
injured shoulder, he was beaten in the final by 
D. C. Hume. Despite Devlin’s injury he and 
Mack that year won the Men’s Doubles, and 
last season, having recovered, Devlin again 
captured the Singles title, and, with Mack, 
held the Doubles. 

Since 1925 Devlin has won the Singles six 
times out of seven, the Men’s Doubles Cup six 
times with Mack, and seven times in all, and 
the Mixed Doubles Cup five times, his partners 
in the latter successes being Miss McKane 
(2), Miss E. G. Peterson (2), and Mrs. R. 
Horsley. Mack, in addition to his Singles 
victory in 1924 and his successes in the Men’s 
Doubles, won the Mixed Doubles with Mrs. 
Tragétt in 1923. Both Mack and Devlin have 
won numerous Irish and Scottish titles, and 
have during their careers picked up minor 
championships more or less at will. 


SUCCESSOR TO DEVLIN? 


It is remarkable that a country in which the 
volume of first-class badminton, especially till 
recent years has been comparatively small, 
should simultaneously have produced two such 


a| 


wonderful players. Fortunately, the vintage 
has not run dry; for last season in the final 
of the Irish Championship Singles Willoughby 
Hamilton, another young Irishman, beat 
Devlin in one of the greatest contests ever 
seen. It was confidently expected that Hamil- 
ton would follow up this by winning the All- 
England Singles, but he was stopped early in 
the competition by an injury to his foot, and 
Devlin, by winning the title for the seventh 
time, showed that no one else could beat him. 

Hamilton has quite recovered from his 
injury now, he is stronger and fitter than ever 
before, and intends to compete this season in 
all four National Championships. It is hoped 
that he and his brother, Arthur Hamilton, will 
succeed ‘Mack and Devlin as the greatest 
Doubles pair; and two other young players 
who have already proved their worth in inter- 
national conflict are the Northern couple, J. 
L. Rankin and T. H. Boyle. 

The ‘‘ tail ’’ of the Irish team will require 
some building up, but J. Teuton, a youn 
North of Ireland player, who was picked 
as substiute last year, shows promise, and 
many older men who have already done good 
service on the national team are still to the 
fore, 

The dearth of good women players has 
always been a difficulty for the Irish 
selectors, which may still be felt. How- 
ever, those who played for Ireland last 
season were extremely young and apparently 
capable of considerable improvement, so that 
all may be well. |

PAPER BY VERY REV. 
G. PIERSE. 


“THE MASS IN THE. 
EARLY CHURCH.” 


A paper entitled ‘‘The Mass in the Early 
Church” was read by the Very Rev. Garrett 
lierse, D.D., at a meeting which was held 
in the Mansion House, Dublin, last night 
under the auspices of the Catholic Truth 
Society of Ireland.

THE EUCHARISTIC SACRIFICE. 

The Very Rev G. Pierse, D.D., in the 
course of his paper, said that .the most 
strikingly beautiful manifestation of the 
Eucharistic sacrifice in the early Church was 
the Agape, or Love-Feast. It meant that the 
rich and poor brought with them to the cele- 
bration the food and drink necessary for 
a feast. !t was an expression of the true 
communism of .early Christianity, of the 
true universal brotherhood which did not 
exclude any class of humanity. The Christian 
rich regarded the Christian poor as brothers, 
and shared with them their goods at that 
feast of Cnrist where there was in the sight 
of God no distinction of rich and poor, of 
jew and Gentile, of master and slave. The 
Pagans, hearing of such customs, had in 
one mood to exclaim in presence of com- 
pelling facts: “How these Christians love 
one another!’ It was in such strik- 
ing contrast to the lives of Pagans, 
with their hatceds and rivalries, with 
their proud divisions into classes, in which 
the mistress treated her slave as a chattel, 
and sometimes, in a paroxysm of rage, put 
this supposed inferior being to death on ac- 
count of some trifling inattention. Pagans 
accused Christians of immorality, but we 
know now that they were misrepresenting the 
custom of holding the pure Love-Feast that 
can be traced to Christ. The Agape or Love- 
Feast was only a passing revelation and 
symbol of the beauty of early Christian love. 

References to the Agape were to be found 
in the very early Liturgy contained in the 
Ethiopian statutes of the Apostles, and in 
the teaching of the Twelve Apostles at the 
end of the first century. The ghost of the 
Christian Love Feast continued for a while a 
fitful existence in the funeral feasts and in 
other meals held after the Eucharistic cele- 
bration, or entirely independent of it. The 
Agape itself was not an essential institution 
of Our Lord, but rather a passing, though 
beautiful, symbol and pledge of Christian 
fellowship. 


WHAT THE MASS IS. 

As to the Mass or Missa of the early 
Church. Whatever it was, it is the reality of 
the Mass that matters now, that which is the 
centre of Catholic life, which fills the churches 
of Dublin even on week-days, while the West- 
minster Abbeys are as dead as museums. The 
question is of vital importance when Catholics 
and Protestants alike in these days investigate 
the kind of Church and culture which St. 
Patrick brought to Ireland. What kind was 
the neighbouring Church of the time? Had 
it the essentials of the present-day Mass. 
The Council of Trent 1s our best. guide as to 
what the Mass is. According to the Council, 
the Eucharistic celebrations is a true sacrt- 
fice; it is not a mere empty memorial of the 
Cross, but it is an offering of the Body and 
Blood of Christ under the appearance of bread 
and wine; it is a sacrifice of atonement for 
the living and the dead. 

Time was, not so long ago, when the Maes 
was regarded by our separated brethren as 
an abomination and a blasphemy emanating 
from the dark Middle Ages. Thus the ólst of 
the 39 Articles of the Church of England says: 
‘ The sacrifices of the Masses, in which it was 
commonly said that the priest did offer Christ 
for the quick and the dead to have remission 
of pain or guilt, were blasphemous fables and 
dangerous deceits.”" The ghost of this 
calumny still haunts the ecclesiastical die- 
hards in England, who want no revision of the 
Prayer Book in the sense of the early martyrs 
of the faith. The dissenting ministers in 
Northern Ireland at the latter half of the 
seventeenth century went further, and 
attacked both the Service Book and the Mass 
Book—‘‘ The Service Book and the Mass Book 
were both hatched in hell by the Devil.’ The 
calumny showed the danger of a little learn- 
ing. Drinking more deeply of the spring of 
history moved non-Catholic scholars that they 
should go further back than the Middle Ages 
to find the origin of the Mass. The great

the Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association was held in the 
offices, Commerical Buildings, Dame street, 
Dublin, yesterday. The Chairman, Mr. 
William O'Byrne, presided, and there was 
a large attendance of members. 

Mr. James Leech, Dolphin’s Barn, was 
elected a member, and the name of Mr. 
Michael Rvan, 20 South Earl street, was put 
forward for nomination. 

The auditor’s report and accounts for pay- 
ment for the month of September were sub- 
mitted and approved. 

Councillor O'Connor called attention to the 
existing state of the law, by which even 
slight offences against the trade carried 
endorsement of the licence. He thought that 
this'was most unreasonable and unfair, and he 
felt. that the desire of the trade was that the 
justices should have discretion, and that each 
case should stand on its merits. As matters 
stood at the moment it was possible that a 
trader of forty vears’ standing in the business 
could have an endorsement imposed on his 
licence because of a piece of legal mechanism 
that could not be justified on any grounds. 

The Chairman. (Mr. O'Byrne) said that he 
thought at the present time a great amount 
of abuse had been taking place in the matter 
_of illicit drinking, while Ras in the licensed 
trade, crippled as they were by legislation, 
were conforming to the laws of the land in 
a manner that should commend itself to any 
decent citizen. Yet, he regretted to say, 
that the Temperance Party, at their meetings, 
seemed to find no enemy but the licensed 
trade. Wel!, he would say to any moderate 
temperance man that the licensed trade did 
not condone drunkenness. but the facilities 
given by the State to illicit drinking were 
permitted by the State, in clubs particularly, 
and he might say in hotels, where facilities 
were given that the licensed trade did not 
enjoy. 


THE TRADE NOT THE SOURCE. 

Mr. McGovern said that he approved of 
the remarks of the Chairman. As the Chair- 
man had stated, the Temperance Party 
seemed to criticise the licensed trade, but 
he would say that they in the trade were 
not the sources of the abuses that were 
going on, and that were causing most of 
the trouble and drunkenness. e had no 
hesitation in saving that it was due to 
sources where drink conid be liberally got 
hehind closed doors. They all admitted that 
the liquor traffic was a big problem in every 
country, and he thought that if the trade 
put forth their practical knowledge they 
would be able to reason out matters with 
the Temperance Party, who, he thought, were 
principally composed of clergymen, for 
whom, and their spiritual teachings, thev 
had the greatest respect, and he felt sure 
that in this way much progress might be 
made. 

There was not much use in harsh criticism, 
as solutions for difficult problems did not 
lie this way, but thev were well aware that 
serious wrongs were being done. He would 
not admit that it was in the public houses, 
but, as he had alreadv stated, inside closed 
doors—badly managed hotels, clubs, and 
shebeens, and he doubted very much if 
recent transformation was a benefit to the 
people. He hoped, however, that in the very 
near future a short bill would be introduced 
giving the justices discretionary power, and 
checking the activities of the club traffic. 
As regards the amending bill at present 
before the Dail, inasmuch as it was conceding 
more to clubs and hotels than to the licensed 
trade, thev all hoped to see it, in its present 
position, hung up.

DUBLIN SOCIETY'S REPORT 
OF GOOD WORK, 


In the fortv-second annual report of the 
Dublin and District Branch of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children it is stated that the activities of the 
inspectors of the branch were maintained last 
vear, and there were 2,254 children safe- 
guarded during that period. 

There were 589 cases of neglect. compared 
with 649 in the previous year, and there 
were 97 cases of assault compared with one 
hundred and eleven. This success, the report 
adds. is probahly responsible for much of the 
confidence in the Society displaved by the 
public. 

The reporting of cases is specially valuable 
in connection with children under school age. 
More than a third of the children dealt with 
last vear were under five vears old. Apart 
from cases reported in the ordinary way, it 
is. gratifving to note a further incream in the 
number of parents and others who sought 
advice. :
